DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is a response to Applicant's amendment submitted May 24, 
2010, wherein claims 1-13 and 18-31 are canceled and claim 14 is amended. Claims 
14-17 are pending. 

The rejection of claims 14-17 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hanna, Schiable, and Trusovs was reversed by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences on February 12, 2010. In Applicant's amendment submitted May 24, 
2010, claim 14 was rewritten in independent form to incorporate claims 1 and 3. 

Claims 14-17 are allowed.
